, THE ARMY'S FIRS'? RESCUE HOME. 

■ |e Genera) and his son heard of it ali with a sense almost 
,<\._~,opair. It was work which they tonged to sec done. But 
'j[ >w could they do it, with their hands already overfull and their 
l ! \nds overburdened with the manifold anxieties and cares con- 
V. pied with the tasks in hand? This, it should be remembered, 
'w#s in the early eighties, before the "Darkest England"' scheme 
had been published, and before, in 18S5, special attention was 
drawn to the state of Ihe unfortunate class of "faltcn" women. 
i-The leaders, therefore, 1 resisted as iuug as they could the anxious 
' pleadings of their women officers for a recognized field of work 
i among prostitutes in the Army seheme. shnpty and solely be- 
t cause they had neilhor the means nor the oHlnsrs who. they fore- 
»saw, wnufd he required to undertake this tremendously difficult 
'task. 

But the poor losl girls still came in increasing numbers In 
the little East End cottage, and before long the Army leaders 
recognized that they werf eanl iu do this work and thai the 
same Power which had bidden them go forward into other hat- 
tleflelds now bade fitem attack this stronghold of the devil. 
Once this conviction was borne upon them, they set energetical- 
ly lo work. The c.o.irtposUor moved into anolher house, and Ihe 
cottage became the first Rescue Home of the Army. 

About this time there had entered into the family of Gen- 
eral Booth a- blue-eyed, golden-haired girl with a hlush-rose 
complexion and an expression that told of firmness and sweet- 
ness combined. When she was eighteen, Ihis Devonshire girl, 
on finishing her education at a Londoji boarding school had 
by a more chance snmc in contact with The Salvation Army, 
which she only knew in the dim and distant way in which young 
ladies at fashionable boarding schools are permitted So know 
of the serious things of life. Before leaving school for good 
her father, a medical man, wished her to see something, of Lon- 
don life,and gaieties and various expeditions were arranged for 
her. ' 

■ One evening, when through some mishap a Ihealre parly 
had comc> lo nothing, the head mistress, pitying Ihe girl who 
would have to spend an evening alone at the school which the 
other pupils had left for the Easter holidays, took her lo a Sal- 
vation Army meeting to which she herself was going. 

HOW>A LEADER' WAS -BORN. - 

Mrs. Booth was- one of the speakers at the meeting, and the 
school-girl, listening to her, forgot her eiiriosity and sal. spell- 
hound; while the first glimpses of a new heaven and a new 
earth began fo fill. tier mental horizon. Before she went back to 
Her faiher's house she had, though knowing nothing . of . its 
rules, become one in heart wjth the Army, and by the time the 
new mission of women to women in the East End sprang into 
existences she h'ad been in France,' together with Catherine 
Boothy the young Mai'echale, battling through Ihe first terrible 
years of. the campaign in that country, ano>,al the nge of twenty- 
ohe; bad become the wife of The General's eldest son, Mr. Br'am- 
■well Booth. 

She had her own young child at home when the rescue 
■work was organised, and in her passionate pity for the miser- 
able girls and women, she threw herself Wilh all the fervour of 
youth into' the task of rescuing them, and became theleader in 
a branch' of the Army's work whfeh lias now. grown and spread 
into' an .enormous 'organization 
' that has been : the means of sat- 

, .ing thousands Upon thousands 

\ of girls and women from the 



lowest depths into which they could fall, and is still growing and . 
spreading as the years go on. 

Prom the first day when it was begun in the compositor's 
liltlc state-room till this day, when it is carried on in scores of 
special Homes all over London and in many provincial towns, 
there is hardly a day that has not added a strange new chapter 
to the endless- romance of this branch of Salvation Army work. 
And though each chapter begins with scenes of infinite pathos, 
and often in what seems hopeless gloom, it ends far more fre- 
quently than do the romances of real life in sunshine and in 
peace. 

A TERRIBLE CASE. 

Among the experiences of the very early days of the worK 
there is, for instance, the following. The workers at the first 
Rescue Home had their attention drawn to the case of a girl of 
thirteen or fourteen left in the power of a man who had lived 
with a woman (o whom the girl had been sent in her infancy 
as a "nurse-child." All traces of the child's parents having 
been lost, the woman had kept tier on, making her look after 
other infants given into her charge. When the girl was thir- 
teen Ihe baby-farming woman was sentenced to a long term of 
imprisonment for crimes committed on children. The man and 
the girl were left alone, till somebody drew the attention': of the 
rescue workers lo the case. Then, after due inquiries, the girl 
was given over to them. At that time she was acting the part 
of a boy in the chorus of one of the worst music-halls in Lou- 
don, and the women who had taken her in were too poor to pay 
the fine required lo release her at once from her engagement. 
The girl herself was not only penniless. 1ml, sunk into such 
depths of ignorance lhat, when her new friends tried to tell her 
of the Christ who loved her and eared for her, she said with a 
look of bewilderment, "I never heard toll of such a gentleman 
afore." .Incredible as it seems, it is a fact that this child had 
never heard the name of God, except when uttered in blas- 
phemy. 

l\'of, heing able lo prevent her at once from going to the 
music-hall, one of The Salvation Army Officers took her to and 
fro, remaining with her while she was acting, and gaining an 
insight info the awful conditions obtaining at that place. TiftBS 
was only one room in which all Ihe actors, inaie and female, ' .jr 
had lo dress and undress. When this poor child took off her <; 

fltthy dress to put on the "lights" in which she appcarci" 1 on the 
scene, the fact was revealed that her underclothing consisted 
only of the upper part of a man's shirt, and the heart of the good 
woman who had come with nor ached and bled with iiie sad- : _ 
ness of it all. 

INNOCENCE— AND A GIFT. 

As soon as possible the chi:d was taken entirely into the 
Home, and there she was gradually trained into some recogni- 
tion of the elementary laws of decency and orderly living. 
After many mouths of gentle training and kindly instruction 
she was sent inlo service in a little coffee-house, and thence sha 
came to the Home whenever she had a free hour or afternoon. 

To the young Mother of 'he Home, Mrs. Bramwell Booth, 
she had attached herself with touching devotion, often express- 
ed in a manner thai had its own pathos and told the 'talc of a 
childhood fruni which the sense of right and wrong had been 
entirely absent. One day she came with a beaming face, ex- 
plaining thai she had brought a present for Mrs Booth,- ami 
from the depths of her pocket she brought two pewter tea- 
spoons, shining and new. and handed them delightedly to the 
lady who had set her childish feet first on the road leading to 
an honest useful life — the road that seemed so smooth and 
easy after the thorny path on which she had stumbled through 
the night of her childhood. "] irought you these," the poor girl 
said.

Of the 
number showing defective 
health, 10,8'i3 are laid to defec- .

Law, who, by the way, had 
walked iulo the iown in do sonic 
shopping. We were not long in 
obtaining the loan of a convey- 
ance, and by 7 p.m. were in 
Uleu Vowell. somewhat drench- 
ed from several showers of 
rain. Ensign Sharp greeted us 
warmly. In the log cabin; 
gleaming tea, Glen Yoweli pola- 
'■'"■>s, home- made hrcaJ, etc., 
were soon spread out before us.

]0 greater mistake cuti 

be made than to 

measure our piety by 

our emotions. As 

, the etymology of the 

word indicates, emotion is al- 
ways moving, waxing and wan- 
ing continually. Our feelings 
arc changeable as the wind and 
(he lidos, and fickle as April 
weather. Health, "- education, 
natural temperament and much 
else apart altogether from relig- 
ion, combine to modify them. 
But faith, while it rests upon the 
promise., knows no change. 
'"The Lord has laught me," says 
Lady Maxwell, '■that it is by 
faith and not joy 1 must live." 
The holy r-'eneion says, '"naked 
faith alone is a sure guard 
against, illusion." We must 
cease to consider how we feel, 
and hui.d upon the immovable 
Rock of God's Word and faith- 
fulness. We may tremble, but 
the Rock of Ages never does. 
None of our changeable moods 
can ufiVet or alter'lhe fact thai 
the blood of Jesus cleanses l'rum 
all sin. We must nioul every 
tuggesl'on of doubt by the de- 
cisive answer that God is faith- 
ful and must do as He has said. 
Faith is "'an aliirmalion and an 
act, which bids clurnai truth be 
present fact." 

III.— We Must Talce Time for 

Prayerful "cilitulion on tiie 

Word o£ God. 

Richard Watson says, "The 
Word of God is the food of 
faith." This is true especially 
of the state of full trust in 
Christ; it is rooted in the soil of 
the Divine Word. We must lake 
time to read, mark, and inwardly 
digest ■spiritual' (truth, if we 
would promote spiritual growth 
and strengthen all the elements 
of spiritual life. The best devo- 
tional literature is only truly 
helpful so far as it has its roots 
in "the true sayings of God." 
Hasty snalches of this Heavenly 
manna are not with on t benefit, 
but if we would "dwell on high 
places" we must make the Bible 
our chief Book. The. higher life 
lakes root only in a deeper 
knowledge of God's Word. Eat- 
ing the Word is like Jonathan's 
honey, the instrument of en- 
lightenment. It is astonishing 
what new beauties are unfolded, 
what new wonders arc discover- 
ed what slrenglli and comfort 
are derived, when, we obey the 
command to Ezekiel, "Son of 
Man, eat the roll." 

Dr. Horace Bnshnell voiced 
the experience of many when he 
said, "My experience is that the 
Bible is dull when I am dull. 
When I am really alive and set 
in .upon the text with a tidal 
pressure Ox living affinities,' it 
opens, it multiplies discoveries 
and rcveal= depths even faster 
than lean note them. The world- 
ly spirit shuts the Bible; Ihe 
Spirit of God makes it a fire, 
flaming out all meanings and 
glorious truths." . There is no 
more certain sitfn of ill-health 
in spiritual as in physical. _life 
than to have no appetite for our 
food. Those are already on the 
path, to ^spiritual declension who 
have ceised to feed regularly 



upon the Word of God. ""Man 
shall not live hy bread alone, 
but by every word that proceed- 
ed out of the mouth of God." To 
cultivate the devotional spirit, to 
strengthen conviction, and lu 
draw slrenglli and life from the 
Fountain- of Life in God, there is 
nothing more essential than a 
constant and prayerful study of 
Ihe Holy Scriptures. It is not the 
careless or listless reading of the 
Rook, but its entrance into the 
soul that produces spiritual illu- 
mination and strength. "The en- 
trance of Thy Word givcth light. 

IV. — We must eiijiaije Actively in 
. Christian Work. 

An old writer has said, "We 
must combine Bible diet with 
Bible duly, or wc shall make no 
progress." Blessing is given as 
a motive lo labour. We must 
pass on the blessing wc have re- 
ceived or wc shall soon have no- 
thing lo pass on. There is Inilh 
in. the saying Unit "a Christian is 
like a live coal, he must set 
others on lire or he will go out 
himself." Whillier sings: 

'•Heaven's gate is closed to him 

who conies alone. 
Save thou a soul, so shalt thou 

r-avo Ihine own,' 

This is not all truth, but there 
is a great truth in it; there can 
be no spiritual life or health 
apart from work for God and 
souls. The redox influence of 
Christian work upon a man him- 
self is scarcely less important 
and valuable than the direct in- 
fluence upon unsaved souls. In 
it lies the secret of growth and 
joy. It is the same in grace as in 
nature: standing water becomes 
stagnant, a man who takes no 
exercise becomes an invalid, the 
limb that is not used withers 
and shrivels, it is Ihe still' pond 
not the running stream that 
freezes. We can only save our- 
selves by trying to save others. 
Wc sec with clearer eyes in try- 
ing to make others sec. We li fl- 
our burdens more easily by 
helping others to bear their bur- 
dens. Unselfish loi! for others 
always brings its own reward. 
God's law is use or lose. There's 
nothing good which is not lessen- 
ed, and lost al last, by not using. 
In sending us to work God not 
only has the salvation of the. 
lost at heart, but Ihe best good 
of the Christian. "Mother," said 
a bright little girl of ten, who 
hud just found the Saviour, 
"shall I run over the way and 
tell the old shoemaker that 
Jesus has pardoned all my 
sins?" "It would do him no 
good, my dear, ho is an infidel, 
and docs not believe in the^c 
things," said the mother. "But 
it would do me good lo tell him," 
said the. child. And she was 
right. Sfillis.line.ss and solf-aln- 
sorption swell our worst self, 
and shrink and shrivel our bel- 
ter nature, but interest in and 
effort for the benefit and salva- 
tion of others feed and develop 
lhat other and nobler self. That 
is a beautiful myth lhat repre- 
sents birds as at ilrst created 
without wings. They could sing, 
but they could not fly. Then 
God gave them wings and told 
Ihein to fly. The birds at first 
complained that they were 



heavy, but they soon found that 
the burden they complained of 
was the means by. which they 
could soar up to hoighls of 
cloudless day. Our duties are... 
our wings. Wlidi we first as- 
sume them they seem like har- 
dens, but cheerfully borne they 
become less and less heavy, and 
eventually become the wings by 
which wc mount higher and 
higher into the life 01 Guu. 

V.— We Slust Never Gc Satisfied 
With Present Attainments. 

As wc have already explained, 
there js childhood in scuictilica- 
tion. Puriiy of heart is but the 
preparation for advancement in 
knowledge love, and holiness, 
'fherc is no linality in (his life of 
faith and charity. There are 
ever deeper depths lo be fath- 
omed and higher heights lo be 
climbed. It is always from 
grace lo grace, from strength lo 
strength and from glory to glory, 
lirowth is the great law of life, 
111 the spiritual -jr. :a uie animal'' 
and vegetable, kingdoms. By- 
various figures and illustrations 
the Gospel represents growth as 
the Christian's privilege and 

duly. IS'ow we have the Icayeri

is Ihe practical outcome. It is but,* 
not enough lhat "wc stand fast lis-'-' 
in the liherly wherewith God has ^"V 
made us free. Wc must add to ifl» ; 
our faith virtue; and lo virtue 
knowledge; and to knowledge 
temperance; and to temperance 
patience; and to palicuce godli- 
ness; and lo godliness brotherly, 
kindness; and lo brotherly kind- 
ness charily." 

If wc would grow in grace we 
must be always aiming at some- 
thing above and beyond 11s. "A 
pupil from whom nothing is 
ever demanded which he cannot 
do, never does alt he can." Even 
St. Paul had not ycl reached his

district, culminating in Hie his- 
toric monastery on the sacred 
Mount Sinai, where Muses re- 
ceived the Scroll of the Law. 
wit! doubtless prove instructive 
to our readers. The author is 
Mr. H. J. Shepstuiie. and the 
article is taken from the "Wide. 

"As we steamed out of the 
harbour of Suez." he says, "look- 
ing westward towards the moun- 
tains of Alakah, we could see 
the locality where, according to 
tratiition. the Israelite? crossed 
the Red Spa. 

. Our. first view of 5'mai was at 
early morning as our >U*aiiier 
entered the Harbour of Tor. The 
sun was just rising over the 
highest peak, and it was a very 
imtfressive and beautiful sight. 

We landed by means of a sail- 
ing boat, and at once made our 
way to the Greek Convent. The 
monks had been apprised uf our 
coming by cable from Cairo, 
and we were delighted (o learn 
that our camels were ready, and 
that we could commence our in- 
land journey at once. 

The Sinai Peninsula, it should 
<fce explained, occupies an area 
of nearly ten thousand square 
■miles, being about the same size 
as Sicily. There are only about 
-five or six ihousand inhabitants 
^-=att that can be supported by 
: tms mountainous and barren 
land. 

1 As soon as our loads were ar- 
ranged and the riding camels 
selected:, w? mounted and rode 
off across ihe desert or plain of 
El Kaa in a north-easterly direc- 
tion aiming for the Wadi Heb- 
ron. 

■■Through Hie Wilderness of Sin. 

}n ancient times Et Kaa was 
'.balled the Wilderness of Sin. 
This was the place where the 
Children of Israei murmured 
'.against Moses and Aaron, lusl-

_fiiey had left behind in Egyp.i. 
iahd this was where God, hear- 
ing their cry. sent them manna, 
.which was supplied for the next 
J<ty.. with the exception of some 
bushes that persist in growing 
-.in spite of the ai id surround- 
ings, ail ihat i He eye meet? are 
.-boulders, sand. and gravel. 
About half-way across the desert 
;we passed a large and lonely 
shiltim tree. whose nearest 
neighbours we found the follow- 
ing day, miles and miles away. 
:■ After a journey of about five 
- hours we pitched our camp at 
"twilight in Hie midst of the bleak 
-"Wilderness. 

' jVtt'.'Oasis in Ihe DeserL 

The view from our tent next « 
jsnornin? when we awoke was a 
'Ueyer-to-be-forgotbin one. The ■ 
;peak of Mount Verbal, so rugged -■ 
'iurly years. This desert presents 
-sr awful picture of desolation, •

Al noon we rested under the 
shade of a group of palm-trees, 
watered by a little spring. Sev- 
eral Bedouin families were en- 
camped here, engaged in har- 
vesting the dotes. These are 
picked off the stems and dried 
in enclosures fenced round with 
palm brandies. 

We visited one of these

As we wished to visit the 
Wadi Firan. we left the main 
route to the convent, and camp- 
ed for the night in a desolate 
valley with no water and no 
verdure, except some juniper 
bushes. 

Before sunrise next morning 
we were olT to the oasis of Firan.

Coionei Sukh Singh,' "is 
ahsoiutely lostj and the prices of 
grain have alrfeady advanced so 
miich as to be higher than on 
any previous occasion, not ■■ ex- 
cluding the last famine. 



Because of the insufficient rain- 
fall in this district the fodder 
crop has failed, and the people 
ore disposing of their cattle at 
most absurd prices, as they have 
nothing to feed them on. What 
this means uiay be imagined 
when we add that on the occur- 
rence of a good season the peo- 
ple will have no cattle to till the 
ground or do other necessary 
work; thus they wiii be set back 
for years. 

Many natives, however, are 
travelling about the country with 
their herds, seeking distriels 
where better rains have fallen, 
and everywhere Ihey go they loot 
and pillage. Riots are conse- 
quently frequent. At Muktipnr, 
three or four such parties, with 
about 5,000 head of cattle, pass- 
ed through the Army's Social 
Farm lands, and took all they 
could carry with them from the 
village. 

On the other hand, there comes 
from Poona a much more cheery 
letter, which says that the rains 
have so continued that there is 
now no cause for anxiety, though 
in some, districts' of the Maralha 
Territory the prices of grain are 
very high.
